If Dr. Kevin Smith has 
his way, the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Hospital will close, 
the doctors' offices in the 
downstairs clinic and 
upstairs beds moved to a 
suitable location with lower 
operating costs. 

This is an about-face 
from his comments in 
February. 

At that time, he was 
floating the idea of a new 
southern-tier hospital 
replacing the the four cur¬ 
rently serving that area. 

He told the Advance 
then that we have "a really 
nice little hospital" that 
does what it does well, and 
that he didn't see anything 
changing at the site "in the 
foreseeable future. In my 
scenarios, I don't see it clos¬ 
ing," he said. 

He's changed his mind.

It's still a nice little hospi¬ 
tal, he said Monday, one die 
community relies on for the 
walk-in clinic and family 
health team offices. 

The few hospital beds are 
intended for complex con¬ 
tinuing care, but that is a des¬ 
ignation that is changing, he 

Many of the patients now 
being treated at the hospital 
are there long-term, whereas 
complex continuing care of 
the future is more likely to 
mean stays of one to three 
months. 

Those patients will be bet¬ 
ter cared for at the two new 
hospitals, he said, or the 
Shaver, which also currently 
has complex continuing care 
beds. 

The NOTL facility could be 
used for long-term care, if the 
building is viable and afford¬ 
able and if there was interest 
in converting it, either by a 
private company or a public 


not-for-profit agency. 

Although he realizes local 
doctors use a couple of the 
beds for their own patients 
who need short-term hospi¬ 
tal care, he suggests some of 
them could be treated at 
home, with home care. 

The NOTL hospital, he 
said, is just too small to be 
efficient—too small a num¬ 
ber of beds, and too small a 
number of services. 

Last Thursday, Smith 
released a 51-page interim 
report with recommenda¬ 
tions that, if accepted, would 
mean just two hospitals to 
serve the entire Niagara 
Region: the St. Catharines 
facility now under construc¬ 
tion, and a new southern-tier 
hospital. In addition to the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake site, he 
recommends the hospitals in 
Welland, Niagara Falls, Port 
Colbome and Fort Erie 

He also recommends a 
new urgent care centre in the 
southern part of the region. 


The location of the new 
hospital would be deter¬ 
mined by the mayors of those 
municipalities, Smith sug¬ 
gests, with its construction 
likely five to seven years 

He estimates an opera¬ 
tional savings of almost $10 


sites with one new one. 

Although he hopes to com¬ 
plete public consultation and 
have a final report to the 
province in about six weeks, 
"we're not rushing into clo¬ 
sures until we have good 
alternatives. This isn't immi¬ 
nent—the beds aren't closing 
in the near future." 

He recommends a new 
"skills-based" board of direc¬ 
tors for the Niagara Health 
System, chosen by a nomi¬ 
nating committee, and advi¬ 
sory committees for each of 
the two new hospitals. 

Transportation will con¬ 
tinue to be an issue, he said— 
without a comprehensive 
regional bus service he sug¬ 


gests working with volunteer 
agencies to provide drivers 
for lower income, fragile 
seniors and chronic mental 
health patients and their 
families. 

Dr. David Reimer, an NOTL 
family health team member 
with an office at the NOTL 
Hospital, admits to being at 
least somewhat surprised by 
the report, since during an 
extensive consultation pro¬ 
cess, Smith and his col¬ 
leagues had only good things 
to say about the NOTL site. 

But "despite the positive 
reviews and impressions they 
received of what is happen¬ 
ing here, the economics of 
his overall vision for the NHS 
don't support an ongoing 
role for the hospital," said 
Reimer. 

"I can appreciate that 
financially his proposals 
need to save money some¬ 
where, and replacing five 
ageing facilities with one 
newer one can be more effi-

Lord Mayor Dave Eke sug¬ 
gested forming a committee 
locally to look at options, 
such as where the doctors' off 
ices could be located and 
whether long-term care using 
the hospital building could 
be viable. 

Smith plans to provide a 
formal report to the province 


by June 30.

When the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Hospital Auxiliary celebrated its 90th 
Anniversary last fall, "we expected there 
would be a 100th. We're disappointed," 
says auxiliary president Laurie Harley. 

She was referring to the recommen¬ 
dation last week that Niagara Health 
System restructuring include the closure 
of the NOTL Hospital. 

"But it isn't over until it's over. We're 
going to start looking at different sce¬ 
narios to see what we can do if those 
recommendations become fact and the 
hospital closes. Could we remain in the 
community and continue to help in the 
area of health services? We don't 


People are still very keen to continue 
to contribute by raising money and sup¬ 
porting health care in the community, 
she said. 

"We need to look at options before 
we say it's the end." 

Harley says she's contacted the 
Hospital Auxiliaries Association of 
Ontario to see if they might have some 
advice for the NOTL group. 

"I can't believe there aren't others 
who have gone through this," she said. 
"We have a lot of research to do, but at 
the moment we're just starting to get 
over the shock" 

Although Dr. Kevin Smith has said 
hospitals won't close overnight, the 
NOTL facility isn't being replaced by the 
new southern-tier hospital he is recom¬ 
mending. 

"I could envision this happening a 
little sooner, since they only need to find 
a place for 22 beds. Then what happens 
to this site? It could make a good long¬ 
term care facility—the building has been 
well-looked after. I think it's prudent for 
us to start asking questions now about 
our future. We're not giving up yet"

I think what 
we’re doing adds a new 
dimension and another 
interest to the community.” 

Guests who visit will be 
able to tour the production 


facility, taste samples and 
purchase their favourite 
beers—it will be a similar 
experience to visiting a win¬ 
ery. 

Berlis, a brewmaster who 
studied at the Siebel Institute 
of Technology, and his part¬ 
ner MacNeill, who was a wine 
maker at Tawse Winery, are 
accredited sommeliers. 

Somerville is also the co¬ 
ordinator of the brewery pro¬ 
gram at Niagara College. 

With combined skills and 
knowledge of both indus¬ 
tries, Berlis says he and his 
partners will be ready for any 
challenge. 

He adds that the brewery 
will partner with a number of 
restaurants in the area and 
hold special events where 
beer will be paired with 
food. 

Berlis says he doesn’t 
want to give too many secrets 
away, but the brewery is "very 
keen on using local ingredi¬ 


ents” and will feature special 
beers that co-ordinate with 
the seasons.

NOTL Hospital recommendation 
not an easy one for locals to accept 


It's not difficult to imagine what has 
caused Dr. Kevin Smith to do such an 
about-face about our little hospital in 
the last three months. 

It is, of course, ail about money. 

In February, he praised the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake site for being so good at 
what it does. It's a nice little hospital, he 
said, and he didn't see it closing. 

But of course, the reality is, even 
though it was at one time in the black 
and very efficiently run, that is no longer 
the case. It's too expensive to keep it 
going for the sake of 22 beds, even 
though some of those are so important 
to NOTL residents when needed. 

In his report released last week, the 
scenarios are pretty much the same as 
what he was discussing in February, and 
his recommendation for one more new 
hospital to replace the old south-Niaga- 
ra facilities is not a surprise. 

The difference from then until now, a 
slight one to others across the region but 
the one that matters enormously to the 
people of NOTL, is that the cost-savings 
from closingthe NOTL site have changed 
his mind. 

And that raises so many questions 
that will take time to find answers to, 
although he is only giving the public six 
weeks to respond with their comments. 

Health care for all residents needing 
acute care will improve with a new hos¬ 
pital, says NOTL Dr. David Reimer. 

But what about the role of the NOTL 
hospital for the elderly patient who is 
slow to recover prior to returning home 
or awaiting nursing home placement, or 
for palliative patients who may not be 
doing well at home, he asks. 

For these NOTL residents, having 
somewhere that is close to their family 
and friends, who may also be elder¬ 
ly and have transportation issues, has 
been very much valued and appreciat¬ 
ed, he says. 

We can understand how diffi cult it 
may be in the future for those without 
transportation who find themselves iso¬ 


lated, in a hospital that may feel very far 
from home. 

The answer from Dr. Smith is to put in 
place more home care so that they can 
stay at home. Or to provide volunteer 

Practical solutions, maybe. But they 
don't make the closure of our little hos¬ 
pital any easier to swallow. 

There is already talk of using the facil¬ 
ity, if physically feasible, for long-term 

The building is old, of course, built in 
the early 1950s, but it has always been 
well-maintained and was recently reno¬ 
vated, in part thanks to funding from the 
NOTL Hospital Foundation. 

It would be wonderful if it could be 
purchased and continue to house the 
clinic and doctors' offices that are now 
downstairs. 

Some long-term care beds upstairs 
would be perfect. 

But if it's going to come from the pri¬ 
vate sector, who has the money to do 
that? It seems wishful thinking to believe 
someone with deep pockets might be 
willing to dig that deep. 

The last fight to keep the hospital 
open—in the 1990s—doesn't seem that 
long ago, although many of those lead¬ 
ing the battle are no longer with us. Will 
there be another charge? 

Although the minister of health is not 
yet committing to a second new Niagara 
hospital, the closure of the NOTL site is 
not necessarily tied to that—all that is 
required are sufficient complex continu¬ 
ing care beds elsewhere. 

And there may be no will to fight. It's 
hard to argue with the cost of maintain¬ 
ing our hospital—more than $4 mil¬ 
lion—for the sake of 22 beds. 

But however logical the decision may 
be, it doesn't make it any easier to 
accept for anyone who understands and 
appreciates what a great job our hospital 
is doing for the community, and how 
hard the community has worked to sup¬ 
port it.

You don't have to be a doctor to save a life - be an educated medical consumer 


Remember 
symptoms of 
subarachnoid 
hemorrhage - it 
could save your life 

How would you like to 
save a life this week? All you 
have to do is remember this 
column. 

A report in the Canadian 
Medical Protective 
Association bulletin shows 
that one of the best ways to 
diagnose a problem is to think 
about its possibility. One of 
the best ways to miss the 
diagnosis is to ignore it. This 
sounds like a simple rule, but 
doctors are not robots. They 
can and do miss important 
diagnoses that may result in 
either severe disability or 
death.

For instance, a 61-year-old 
male, a smoker with a history 
of high blood pressure, was 
punched on the left side of 
the head during an assault. 
There was no loss of con¬ 
sciousness and all the patient 
complained of was a mild left¬ 
sided headache and tender¬ 
ness of the scalp. 

But 12 hours after the 
incident he experienced onset 
of severe left-sided headache 


along with numbness of the 
right arm, right leg and vomit¬ 
ing. Thirty-six hours later he 
was finally admitted to a small 
community hospital. 

Examination showed that 
his heart rate and breathing 
were normal as was a neuro¬ 
logical examination. He was 
given medication to control 
die vomiting and was dis¬ 
charged with the diagnosis of 
concussion. 

The following day he 
returned to the emergency 
department with the same 
symptoms. His neurological 
examination again proved 
normal. He was given intra¬ 
venous medication for nausea 
and discharged again with the 
same diagnosis 

The next evening due to 
the persistent headache he 
returned to emergency and 
was seen by a neurologist. A 
CT scan showed a subarach¬ 


noid hemorrhage and he was 
transferred to the care of a 
neurosurgeon at a larger hos¬ 
pital. Angiography showed 
three small aneurysms that 
required surgery. Three days 
later he became confused and 
a CT scan showed marked 
spasm of the brain’s arteries 
Ultimately, he was left with 
significant mental and motor 
problems 

Subarachnoidhemorrhage 
means bleeding between the 
brain and the thin tissues cov¬ 
ering it. Sometimes this cere¬ 
bral aneurysm will spontane¬ 
ously rupture or is the result 
of trauma in young people 
following a car accident or 
from a fall in the elderly. It’s 
more common in women and 
high blood pressure can be a 
factor. In some cases there is 
a family history of subarach¬ 
noid hemorrhage. 

Usually, if there’s been no 


trauma, the main symptom is 
a severe headache that starts 
suddenly and is often worse 
at the back of the head. 
Always be on the alert if a 
patient says, “It’s the worst 
headache ever.” This is exact¬ 
ly what I told the doctor when 
I awakened one morning in 
my final year at the Harvard 
Medical School. In my case 
the headache to end all head¬ 
aches was due to poliomyeli¬ 
tis. 

Diagnosis of subarachnoid 
hemorrhage is made by CT 
scans, MRIs and angiography. 
But even if a CT scan is done, 
the diagnosis can still be 
missed if there has been only 
a small amount of bleeding. 
But the sooner the diagnosis 
has been made and the bleed¬ 
ing stopped the greater the 
chance of recovery. Of course 
none of these diagnostic tests 
will be done if doctors are not 


thinking about the possibility 
of subarachnoid hemorrhage 
as happened in this case. 

Don’t forget that during 
our lifetime many have been 
hit on the head and devel¬ 
oped a headache without get¬ 
ting a subarachnoid hemor¬ 
rhage. But you can help to 
save a life if, following a blow 
to the head, there’s also neck 
pain, vomiting, a seizure, 
numbness in any part of the 
body, mood changes, confu¬ 
sion, increased irritability and 
decreased consciousness. 

Or, be on high alert if 
there’s no history of injury 
and suddenly someone says, 
“I have a headache to end all 
headaches, unlike any other 
headache.” This is the time to 
call 911. 

Today, the medical con¬ 
sumer, by becoming better 
educated, doesn’t always have 
to be a doctor to save a life.

electronics collected. 

The bins will be there 
from 8 a.m. to 2 p.m. 


Last October's electronics 
collection netted $5,000 for 
Red Roof, with heip from 
Casino Niagara, The Standard 
and Beacon Christian School, 
all of which had sizeable 
donations to contribute. 

Bjorgan says she hopes 
there will be other businesses 
or schools which may have 


replaced computer equip¬ 
ment and are ready to get rid 
of their old electronics. 

The fundraiser is being 
held under Ontario's 
Electronics Stewardship 
Program, Ontario’s e-waste 
diversion program that 
encourages responsible 
reuse and safe recycling of 
unwanted electronic equip¬ 
ment, accepting 44 types of 
electronics. 

The program also looks 
for charities and businesses 
to work together to help raise 
money for a good cause while 
properly disposing of elec¬ 
tronics. 

For every tonne of elec¬ 
tronics collected, Red Roof 
receives about $200. 


The program is funded by 
fees paid to OES by the pro¬ 
ducers that make the elec¬ 
tronic equipment. Funds col¬ 
lected are used to pay for 
collection, transportation, 
warehousing and processing 
of electronic waste, as well as 
research and education pro¬ 
grams to encourage greater 
electronic equipment reuse 
and recycling, preventing 
these items from getting to 

landfill

For more than a decade, 
the second Saturday of May 
has been circled on calen¬ 
dars around the globe for 
World Fair Trade Day. 

This Saturday, May 12, 
Ten Thousand Villages on 
Queen Street will once again 
use that opportunity to 
explain how and why fair 
trade makes a difference to 
some of the poorest people 
in the world. 

The store has been in 
downtown Niagara-on-the- 
Lake for more than 25 years, 
and although more and 
more visitors are becoming 
familiar with its concept, 
there are always customers 
who are surprised to learn 
about a non-profit business 
designed to offer a hand up 
by paying fair wages and 
treating people with respect. 

Fair Trade Day, says 
Queen Street store manager 
Anne Litke, is another 
opportunity to spread that 


message. It is meant to be a 
family event, fun for adults 
and children, as well as a 
chance to educate. 

This year Litke plans to 
feature a little toy called a 
galimoto. 

It is very different from 
what we might expect local 
kids to have in their toy 
boxes, she says. It's simple 
yet ingenious, and tradition¬ 
al in Africa, put together by 
kids who search for scraps of 
discarded wire and other 
bits and pieces to make 

Galimotos—the word 
means "cars" in the national 
language of Malawi—are 
toys kids make from bits of 
wire, sticks and other trea¬ 
sures, covering some of the 
parts with fabric to make 
them more colourful, 
although that's a recent 
addition, says Litke. 

The galimotos sold by 
Ten Thousand Villages are 


push toys that move, made 
by adult artisans, and can 
also include plastic made 
from old sandals, bits of rub¬ 
ber inner tubes and pop 

The money made from 
the fair trade sale of the toys 
helps kids in Africa go to 
school and feeds families, 
says Litke. 

Featuring them at the 
store on World Fair Trade 
Day is an opportunity to 
capture the attention of local 
children, says Litke, and 
hopefully teach them about 
about life for less fortunate 
kids. 

Also Saturday, customers 
will hear live music with 
Penner MacKay and friends, 
and Fair Trade coffee, tea 
and treats will be served. 
There will also be a draw 
prize, giveaways, and henna 
tattoos, says Litke. 


Store staff, which is made 
up in large part by volun¬ 
teers, will be on hand to 
answer questions and to 
share stories. 

It’s a great day for them, 
says Litke—they love the 
opportunity to talk about 
fair trade and the mandate 
of the store. 

Ten Thousand Villages, 
which began in 1946 as one 
woman’s volunteer project 
to provide craft sales for 
women in rural Puerto Rico, 
has since grown into North 
America's largest and oldest 
Fair Trade organization. 
Decades of working directly 
with producer groups have 
reinforced the message that 
paying fair wages and treat¬ 
ing Deoole with honestv.

More than a decade ago, 
Jack Custers fulfilled a dream 
with the establishement of a 
bird sanctuary on his 
Concession 7 property. 

He made sure there was a 
trail through the woods 
behind his home that would 
take birders past the bird 


trailer with educational 
material that he hoped would 
attract local school children. 

Last fall, his bird sanctuary 
finally began attracting the 


attention he had hoped for— 
several hundred people visit¬ 
ed during the week or so his 
pond provided a temporary 
home to a rare white pelican. 

But by then, the 71-year- 
old retired paper mill worker, 
who had just had a triple 
bypass and was experiencing 
respiratory problems, already 
knew he would have to leave 
his comfortable chair by the 
big glass window that over¬ 
looked the pond, and pass the 
responsibility for caring for 



the property on to someone 
else. Custers had become 
physically unable to look after 
it, and his wife had her hands 
full looking after him and the 

Although he had financial 
help from the Shaw Festival 
preview fund and other local 
individuals, he was also find¬ 
ing it difficult on a fixed 
income to continue to pur¬ 
chase the amount of bird food 
he was going through. 

Last week the couple 
moved to a home in a Virgil 
subdivision, and as hard as 


that is for Custers, he is 
relieved that the sanctuary 
will continue to provide a ref- 


"It hurts to leave it," said 
Custers "but I couldn't do it 
anymore, and I felt the place 
was being neglected." 

The new owners have 
promised to continue operat¬ 
ing the refuge as the Jack 
Custers Sanctuary, and he will 
be around to help them or 
offer advice if needed, he

This will be Armstrong's 
fourth walk, in memory of 
her sister Ruth, who died of 
breast cancer in 2008 at the 
age of 51. 

Other family members, 
including Armstrong's 
daughter and son, another 
sister, Ruth's daughter and 
some friends, will join her on 
the walk this September. 

The walk for Princess 
Margaret Hospital began 10 
years ago, as the 60-kilometre 
Weekend Walk to End Breast 
Cancer, and since then has

It has evolved since the 
early days in two ways—it is 
now raising money to con¬ 
quer breast and gynecologic 
cancer, and walkers can 
choose to participate in a 
one-day, 30-kilometre walk. 

The walk, says Armstrong, 
is the easy part—it's the fund¬ 
raising that presents the big¬ 
gest challenge. 

She hopes to walk both 
days and has a goal of raising 
$2,000, but if she comes up

Participating is an incred¬ 
ibly emotional experience, 
she says, one that's hard to

The support and fellow¬ 
ship from other walkers, vol¬ 
unteers, and spectators who 
line the route just to cheer on 
walkers is so incredible it 
makes walking seem like a 
blessing, not a hardship.
